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GKNKRAIy  OBSERVATIONS. 

In  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  1895  I would  state  that  I 
have  carefully  revised  and  considerably  increased  the  information 
contained  in  it.  Mr.  Wrrford  (Sanitary  Inspector)  has  this 
year  again  given  me  his  kind  assistance,  for  which  I am  pleased 
to  have  this  opportunity  of  thanking  him. 

The  long  period  (ten  years)  which  now  elapses  between  the 
taking  of  the  census  renders  it  very  difficult  to  correctly  estimate 
the  population  of  any  Urban  or  Rural  District,  and  I trust  that 
at  least,  in  Towns  of  a similar  size  (say  the  67  in  which  Exeter 
is  included),  the  census  will  very  shortly  be  taken  every  five 
years.  As  five  years  have  passed  since  the  last  census,  this 
difficulty  is  greater  than  it  was  last  year.  After  weighing,  as 
nearly  as  I can,  the  two  questions,  new  houses  built  and  occupied, 
during  the  year,  and  voids,  I think  I shall  be  acting  as  fairly 
as  I can  if  I estimate  the  population  at  the  same  as  I did  last 
year,  viz : — 38,000. 


VITAU  STATISTICS. 

The  total  number  of  Births  registered  in  Exeter  in  1895  was 
943,  equal  to  a Birth-rate  of  24-81  per  1,000. 

The  Registrar- General,  in  his  summary  for  1895,  gives  the 
Birth-rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  30-3  per  1,000  of  the  popu- 
lation. The  Birth-rate  in  the  67  Targe  Towns,  in  which  Exeter 
is  included,  was  31*  per  1,000  for  the  same  period.

The  low  Birth-rate  .should  be  particularly  noted,  as  this  means 
a small  proportion  of  3roung  adults,  and  a large  proportion  of 
adults  and  old  people,  and  is  therefore  unfavourable  to  a low 
death-rate. 

Death  The  total  number  of  Deaths  in  Exeter  was  714,  equal  to  a 
cl  e‘  Death-rate  of  17*47  per  1,000  per  annum. 


The  Death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  given  for  the  same 
period  as  187.  The  Deatli-rate  for  the  33  Great  Towns  is  207. 
The  Death-rate  for  the  67  Targe  Towns  (in  which  Exeter  is 
included)  is  18*6.  The  Death-rate  for  Exeter  is  the  lowest  that 
I have  had  to  report  for  the  past  ten  years,  being  1*13  below  that 
of  the  67  large  Towns  in  which  Exeter  is  classed,  and  3 ’23  below 
that  of  the  33  Great  Towns. 

Infantile  The  Death-rate  in  Exeter  for  Infants  under  1 year  is  137*84 
Mortality  per  1,000  births.  The  Death-rate  of  Infants  under  1 year  in 
England  and  Wales  was  161  per  1,000.  The  Death-rate  for  the 
same  number  of  Infants  in  the  67  Targe  Towns  was,  in  the  same 
time,  176  per  1,000  births. 


The  Infantile  mortality  is  low,  being  23*1  per  1,000  births 
below  that  of  England  and  Wales  and  38*16  below  that  of  the  67 
Targe  Towns. 


The  Deatlnrate  of  persons  over  60  years  was  69*08  per  1,000. 
The  Death-Rate  in  the  67  Targe  Towns  for  the  same  time  was, 
for  persons  over  60  years,  75*2  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  popula- 
tion at  this  group  of  ages.

DR.  FEETCHER’S  REPORT  ON  EXETER. 

I11  March  1895  Dr.  Fletcher,  one  of  the  Eocal  Government 

Report  Board’s  Medical  Inspectors,  visited  Exeter,  staying  some  ten 

by  Dr.  days,  inspecting  all  parts  of  the  City,  including  the  Private 
Fletcher  x <_>  j. 

Slaughter-houses,  Bakehouses,  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops, 
Common  Eodging  Houses,  Offensive  Trades,  and  the  Public 
Abattoirs,  as  well  as  the  Sanatorium,  and  the  Waterworks, 
Reservoir,  etc.  Every  assistance  was  given  him  by  all  the 
Officers  of  the  Council,  and  he  was  accompanied  by  one  of  them 
daily,  for  nearly  all  the  time,  as  we  were  anxious  to  assist  him 
in  every  way,  to  make  a thorough  inspection  of  the  City. 

I11  July  he  presented  his  Report  to  the  Eocal  Government 
Board,  a copy  of  which  I have  carefully  read,  and  I must  say 
there  are  several  statements  in  it,  with  which  I cannot  agree. 
Amongst  them  is  the  one  on  House  Accommodation  in  the  lower 
parts  of  the  City,  near  the  River  Exe  ; to  read  his  report  you 
would  think,  that  previous  to  his  visit,  no  steps  had  been  taken 
by  your  Health  Authority  to  remedy  these  matters. 

Whereas,  in  the  special  cases  mentioned  by  him,  steps  had 
been  taken  long  prior  to  Dr.  Fletcher’s  visit  (of  which  he  was 
informed  when  here),  and  at  the  date  of  his  report  they  had  been 
wholly  or  partially  pulled  down,  put  in  sanitary  condition,  or 
were  closed. 
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As,  however,  ail  able  and  exhaustive  reply  to  this  report  has  Report 
been  prepared  by  the  Town  Clerk  for  the  Sanitary  Committee, 
passed  by  them,  adopted  by  the  City  Council,  and  sent  to  the 
Tocal  Government  Board,  I think  I need  not  further  comment 
upon  it ; but  I would  add  that  the  Sanitary  Authority  is  still 
working  on  the  same  lines,  and  much  improvement  has  been 
effected  during  the  past  year,  notably,  the  removal  of  all  privies 
discharging  into  the  Teat  in  Frog  Street,  and  the  construction  of 
proper  w.c.’s  connecting  with  the  sewer,  whilst  the  whole  of  the 
courts  in  this  street  have  been  paved,  and  some  obstructive 
buildings  demolished.

Three  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  the  year,  all  of  Small 
which  were  at  once  removed  to  the  Sanatorium,  and  every  pre-  Pox. 
caution  promptly  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease, 
including  the  re-vaccination  of  all  persons  residing  in  the  houses. 

The  first  case  was  notified  on  the  i8tli  November,  and  the  cause 
of  infection  was  clearly  traced  to  a man  residing  in  Tondon,  who 
had  slept  in  the  house,  on  alternate  nights,  the  previous  fort- 
night, and  at  the  outbreak  of  the  first  case  here,  was  actually 
under  treatment  for  this  disease  in  a Toudon  Infectious  Hospital.

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The  second  case  was,  no  doubt,  contracted  by  inter-communi- 
cation between  the  two  houses,  the  wdfe  of  the  second  patient 
having  assisted  in  nursing  the  first  case  before  his  removal  to 
the  Sanatorium. 

The  third  case  was  rather  a peculiar  one.  The  patient,  who 
was  the  stepson  of  the  first  case,  had  been  staying  in  the  same 
house  in  Kxeter,  and  had  leturned  to  his  employment,  at  Yeovil, 
before  the  disease  developed  itself  here.  The  disease  (as  I am 
informed)  showed  itself  in  him,  a few  days  after  his  return  to 
Yeovil,  was  duly  recognised  by  his  Medical  Attendant,  and  he 
was  removed  to  the  Yeovil  Isolation  Hospital.  On  December 
the  27th  I received  & Notification  of  another  case  of  Small  Pox,  in 
the  same  house  as  the  first  case  had  occurred  in. 

On  sending  the  Sanitary  Inspector  (Mr.  Wreford)  he  reported 
that  the  patient  had  been  under  treatment  for  the  disease,  at  the 
Yeovil  Isolation  Hospital,  but  had  been  sent  home  by  rail  the 
previous  evening. 

With  the  District  Medical  Officer  (Dr.  MacKeith)  I immediately 
visited  the  house.  O11  examination,  we  found  the  patient  in  the 
recovering  stage  ot  the  complaint,  but  with  numerous  crusts  and 
scales  on  nearly  all  parts  of  his  body.  Considering  his  condition 
as  being  a highly  infectious  one,  we  at  once  ordered  his  removal 
to  the  Sanatorium,  where  he  was  detained  until  February  1st, 
1896,  when  he  was  discharged  cured.  The  cab  which  brought 
him  from  the  Railway  Station  was  found,  and  duly  disinfected. 
The  Railway  Company  were  communicated  with,  and  they 
promptly  shut  up  the  compartment,  in  which  he  had  travelled, 
and  sent  the  carriage  to  Rondon  for  thorough  disinfection. 

Whilst  011  the  subject  of  this  disease  I would  state  that  the 
effectual  vaccination  of  Infants  (carried  on  for  years  in  Rxe- 
ter)  has  greatly  assisted  your  sanitary  officers  in  stopping  the 
outbreak  of  this  disease  at  its  very  commencement.  For  this 
our  thanks  are  due  to  the  Public  Vaccinator  (Dr.  Budd),  and  also 
to  the  Board  of  Guardians  for  the  constant  support  they  have 
given  him  A 


* I11  another  town,  of  about  Exeter’s  .size,  where,  by  the  action  of  the 
Guardians,  Vaccination  has  been  neglected,  a serious  and  increasing  epi- 
demic is  now  reported  (March,  1896).

Twenty  cases  were  notified,  with  one  death  ; of  these,  two  were 
removed  to  the  Sanatorium,  and  on  sending  the  Sputum  from 
each  to  the  Clinical  Research  Association  the  Diphtheria  Bacil- 
lus were  found  in  one  case.  These  cases,  one  of  which  was  very 
ill  on  admission,  were  treated  with  the  Antitoxin  Serum,  and 
both  recovered. 

I am  pleased  to  see  our  Death  -rate  for  this  disease  is  so  small. 
Out  of  the  22  cases  notified,  five  were  examined  Bacteriologically 
at  either  the  British  Institute  of  Preventive  Medicine  or  the 
Clinical  Research  Association  ; of  these  in  only  one  case  was  the 
Bacillus  Diplitlieriae  found,  but  it  is  fair  to  state  in  regard  to  the 
two  cases  treated  at  the  Sanatorium,  that  the  sputum  was  only 
sent  up  in  the  worst  case  (the  mother’s)  after  two  injections  of 
the  Antitoxin  Serum  had  been  administered;  in  this  case  no 
Bacilli  were  found,  whilst  in  the  case  of  the  daughter,  apparently 
a very  mild  one,  and  therefore  only  injected  once,  the  Bacilli  were 
found ; we  may,  therefore,  safely  assume,  both  were  true  cases  of 
Diphtheria. 

From  these  examinations,  and  the  low  mortality,  it  is  more 
than  probable  that  a considerable  percentage  of  the  cases  notified 
were  not  those  of  true  Diphtheria.

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SCARLET  FEVER. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  lias  been  much  less  this  year  than 
in  1894.  No.  of  Cases  in  1894— 225  ; in  1895—86  ; of  which  65 
were  removed  to  the  Sanatorium.  There  was  a steady  decline  of 
this  disease  from  January  until  August,  when  the  number  of 
cases  again  increased.  In  carefully  looking  over  the  localities  in 
which  this  disease  was  notified,  one  is  at  once  struck  with  the 
large  proportion  occcuring  in  the  Newtown  district,  and  upon 
looking  for  an  explanation,  I cannot  but  think  that  a number 
of  cases  must  have  happened  there,  so  mild  as  not  to  have  been 
recognised,  or  a Medical  Man  called  in,  until  several  other  mem- 
bers of  the  family  had  been  stricken  down  with  the  disease.

TYPHOID  FEVER. 

Typhoid  fever  has  again  been  present  throughout  the  year,  but 
with  a marked  decline,  the  number  of  cases  notified  being  38  in 
1895  to  56  in  1894.  The  houses  in  which  this  disease  occurred 
have  been  all  examined,  and  in  sixteen  cases  sanitary  defects 
were  found  to  exist.  Notice  was  at  once  served  upon  the  owners 
to  remedy  them,  and  in  each  case  complied  with,  under  the 
supervision  of  Mr.  Wreford,  Sanitary  Inspector.

There  were  onlybseven  deaths  from  this  disease,  all  in  January, 
against  50  in  1894.  From  this,  and  one’s  general  knowledge,  I 
can  safely  say,  that  110  epidemic  of  this  disease  has  been  pre- 
valent in  the  City,  since,  at  least,  the  first  month  in  the  year. 
In  my  last  report  I freely  expressed  my  views  011  the  inadvisa- 
bility of  including  this  disease  amongst  the  notifiable  diseases.

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WHOOPING  COUGH. 

Only  two  deaths  from  this  disease  have  occurred,  both  in  the 
Eastern  District,  and  both  also  in  the  same  month  (February.)

We  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  number  of  cases 
under  treatment  has  been  considerably  less  than  those  of  the  last 
three  years.  The  number,  however,  coming  from  the  County  of

The  cases  of  zymotic  disease  notified  in  Exeter  during  1895 
were  187,  of  which  63  were  removed  to  the  Sanatorium. 

The  average  duration  of  each  Patient’s  stay  in  the  Sanatorium 
was  42-83  days;  this  is  a decrease  over  last  year’s  average- — 

(1894.  47‘3i  1895,  42-83  days.) 

The  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  were  11  in  1S95  against  20  in  1894.

Proving  the  advantage  of  Removal . 

Three  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  admitted  ; the  sputum  in  each 
case  was  sent  to  the  Clinical  Research  Association,  Limited, 
London,  for  Bacteriological  Examination,  and  in  one  case  the 
Bacillus  Diphtheriae  was  found  ; these  cases  were  treated  by  the 
injection  of  Autitoxin  Serum,  and  all  recovered. 

Three  cases  of  Small  Pox  were  admitted  in  November  and 
December  ; all  male  adults  who  had  been  vaccinated  in  infancy, 
but  not  since.  They  had  the  disease  severely,  but  did  well, 
and  at  the  date  of  this  Report  have  been  discharged  cured.  As 
a precautionary  measure  the  nurses  in  charge  of  them  were  re- 
vaccinated. 

The  Patients  have  been  well  behaved,  and  have  appreciated  the 
treatment  they  have  received. 

We  thank  the  Nursing  Staff  for  their  valuable  services.

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SUMMARY  OF  ACTION  TAKEN  TO  El  MIT  THE 
SPREAD  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

In  every  case  notified,  the  premises  were  promptly  visited  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  in  all  cases  where  proper  isolation 
could  not  be  provided  the  patients  were  at  once  removed  to  the 
Sanatorium,  and  eyery  assistance  given,  and  disinfectants  supplied 
(where  advisable.)  Precautionary  notices  were  in  all  cases 
issued,  and  notice  at  once  sent  to  the  Schools,  at  which  the 
Patients  had  been  attending,  and  also  to  the  Clerk  of  the  School 
Board.  Besides  this,  all  rooms  and  clothes  have  been  carefully 
disinfected,  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

During  the  past  year  140  rooms  were  fumigated  after  cases  of 
illness,  and  2,632  articles  of  clothing,  bedding,  &c.,  disinfected 
in  the  Washington  Eyon  Steam  Disinfector.  The  table  imme- 
diately following  shows  an  account  in  detail  of  the  work  : —

SEWAGE. 

During  the  year  the  scheme  prepared  by  the  Surveyor,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Council,  was  the  subject  of  an  Inquiry  by  the 
Local  Government  Board.  O11  Wednesday,  October  23rd,  and 
two  following  days,  Major-General  C.  Phipps  Carey,  R.E.,  one  of 
the  Inspectors  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  held  the  Inquiry, 
and  although  the  Local  Government  Board  did  not  sanction  the 
scheme  in  its  entirety,  the  evidence  of  Dr.  Dupre  and  Dr.  Rideal

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showed  that  Dr.  Winter  Blyth  had  not  acted  generously  to  the 
City,  as  it  was  proved  that  he  had  taken  his  samples  (mentioned 
in  his  reports  to  the  County  Council  of  Devon)  not  from  the 
River  Exe  generally,  but  from  the  mouths  of  the  sewers  running 
into  it.  As  this  question  is  still  under  the  consideration  of  the 
Council,  I will  not  say  more. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Water  Supply  to  the  City  is  taken  from  the  River  Exe, 
above  the  junction  of  the  Culm,  through  a closed  culvert : it  is 
thus  first  naturally  filtered.  Then  it  is  pumped  up  to  the  reser- 
voirs, where  it  is  again  filtered.  It  is  frequently  analysed  by  the 
Public  Analyst  (both  by  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Exami- 
nations), with  very  satisfactory  results. 

A scheme  is,  however,  under  the  consideration  of  the  Council, 
which,  when  carried  out,  will  considerably  augment  the  quantity 
of  water  supplied  to  Exeter.  This  it  is  proposed  to  do  by 
largely  increasing  the  capacities  of  the  works,  and  constructing 
large  Filter  Beds  at  Pynes,  and  pumping  the  water  up  to  the 
Reservoir  filtered  ; when  these  works  are  completed  the  supply 
for  24  hours,  which  at  present  is  1,750,000  gallons,  will  be  in- 
creased to  2,550,000  gallons  per  24  hours.  Practically  we  have  an 
unlimited  supply  of  water,  and  have  never  suffered,  as  other 
towns  have,  from  a water  famine. 

The  following  are  the  Reports  of  the  Public  Analyst  on  the 
City  Water  Supply  during  the  year  1895  : — 

Report  on  the  Analysis  of  tlieCity  Water  drawn  June  19th,  ’95. 

Gentlemen, 

Analysis  proves  the  water  to  be  in  good  condition,  and  its  composi- 
tion varies  but  slightly  from  the  last  analysis  (June  4th).  The  alkalinity 
and  hardness  are  both  lessened  in  degree.  The  proportion  of  organic  nitro- 
gen still  remains  very  low  in  comparison  to  the  oxygen  cousumed,  shewing 
the  organic  impurities  to  be  principally  of  vegetable  origin.  This  is  con- 
firmed by  the  small  quantity  of  nitrogen  present  as  nitrates,  etc. 

The  number  of  micro-organisms  per  c.c.  is  very  small,  the  satis- 
factory condition  of  the  filters  being  again  confirmed.

Gentlemen, 

The  water  is  in  excellent  condition  ; the  proportion  of  albumenoid 
ammonia  is  very  small ; the  total  organic  nitrogen  also.  The  oxygen 
absorbed  is  less  than  in  the  analysis  for  June.  The  colour  is  good.  The 
hardness  has  decreased.  With  regard  to  the  Bacterial  contents,  I regret 
that  through  not  making  sufficient  allowance  for  the  great  heat  which  has 
prevailed  during  the  past  year,  the  nutrient  material  became  fluid,  and  the 
number  of  colonies  could  not  be  counted.

Report  on  the  Analysis  of  Exeter  Water. 

Gentlemen, 

As  most  Analysts  now  give  the  results  of  analysis  in  parts  per 
100,000,  I propose  for  the  future  to  adopt  the  improved  form.  If  it  is  neces 
saiy  to  convert  these  parts  to  grains  per  gallon  it  can  easily  be  accomplished 
by  multiplying  by  -7. 

The  Exeter  supply  is  in  very  good  condition,  the  hardness  is  slightly 
less  than  was  observed  when  the  water  was  last  analysed  ; this  is  probably 
due  to  the  heavy  rains  which  have  lately  prevailed.  With  this  exception 
the  analysis  is  very  similar  to  that  presented  in  September,  the  albumenoid 
ammonia  and  total  organic  nitrogen  still  continuing  low  in  amount.  The 
measure  of  dissolved  oxygen  the  water  contains  shews  it  to  be  well  aerated, 
the  number  of  cubic  centimetres  of  oxygen  being  nearly  as  great  as  distilled 
water  saturated  with  air  can  hold.

SANITARY  IMPROVEMENTS. 

During  the  year  a large  number  of  improvements  of  a very  Sanitary 
important  character  have  been  effected,  under  the  directions  of 
the  City  Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector.  A number  of  Courts 
have  been  re-paved,  a large  number  of  additional  w.c.’s  provided, 
and  privies  over  the  leats  abolished,  Sewers  and  house  drains 
re-constructed  and  ventilated,  and  several  dilapidated  houses 
closed  and  demolished,  notably — Victoria  Place,  Coombe  Street, 
Stephen’s  Place,  West  Street,  and  premises  at  the  back  of  Nos. 

47  & 48,  Preston  Street,  whilst  many  houses  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  the  West  Quarter  have  had  open  spaces  provided  at  the  back 
and  proper  sanitary  conveniences  erected,  by  the  demolition  ot 
out-houses,  &c.  Numbers  of  houses  have  been  repaired,  cleansed 
and  lime- washed. 

Men  are  regularly  employed  in  the  cleansing  and  disinfecting 
of  the  Courts  and  Alleys,  and  during  the  Summer  months  disin- 
fectants are  added  to  the  water  used  for  watering  the  streets,  and 
the  whole  of  the  Courts  and  Alleys  are  disinfected  and  cleansed 
at  least  twice  a week.  The  Council  also  supply  the  inhabitants 
of  the  poorer  parts  of  the  City  with  lime  and  the  loan  of  a brush 
for  the  purpose  of  lime-washing  rooms,  &c.,  upon  an  order  from 
the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

SEAUGHTER  HOUSES.

One  can  only  hope  that  before  many  years  are  past  all  Private 
Slaughter-houses  will  be  things  of  the  past,  especially  as  in 
several  cases  the  only  approach  to  the  Slaughter-house  is  through 
the  Butcher’s  shop. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

The  whole  of  these  have  been  regularly  inspected,  and  in  many 
cases  sanitary  improvements  effected,  notably  the  re-placing  of 
pebble-stone  floors  by  proper  cement  floors,  and  the  removal  of 
all  sinks  that  were  wi  thin  the  bakehouse.  All  the  bakehouses 
have  been  lime-washed  at  least  twice  in  the  year,  and  in  many 
cases  every  quarter. 

DAIRIES,  MIEK  SHOPS  AND  COW  SHEDS. 

These  have  all  been  regularly  and  carefully  inspected,  and  as 
far  as  the  Dairies  and  Milksliops  are  concerned,  are  in  fair  sani- 
tary condition.  The  number  of  Cow-sheds  in  the  City  is  con- 
tinually decreasing,  there  now  being  only  six  ; and  generally 
where  strict  supervision  is  given  (as  it  always  is)  to  the  sheds, 
the  tendency  is  to  remove  outside  the  City  boundaries. 

COMMON  DODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  only  two  Registered  Common  Dodging  Houses  in 
the  City,  and  these  Houses  have  been  regularly  inspected  by  the 
Inspector  appointed  for  this  purpose,  and  reported  to  the  Sanitary 
Committee  as  being  in  a sanitary  condition. 

SADE  OF  FOODS  AND  DRUGS  ACT. 

[During  the  year  1895  an  hundred  and  one  samples  were  taken  for 
Analysis.  The  number  of  adulterated  samples  shews  a decrease 
011  that  of  last  year,  in  1894  I7  Per  cent.  ; in  1895  15  per  cent.  A 
large  number  of  samples  have  been  taken  by  persons  unknown 
to  the  tradesmen,  so  as  to  ensure  that  the  sample  taken  for 
analysis  was  what  was  usually  sold  ; in  many  cases  the  samples 
being  purchased  by  females  employed  as  agents  by  the  Xnspector 
Taking  the  population  of  the  City  at  38,000  it  will  be  seen  that 
one  sample  was  taken  for  every  380  inhabitants.  From  these 
facts  it  will  be  seen  that  every  precaution  is  taken  to  see  that  this 
Act  is  properly  carried  out  in  Exeter.

TABLE  OF  POPULATION,  BIRTHS,  AND  OF  NEW  CASES  OF  INFECTIOUS  SICKNESS,  COMING 
TO  THE  KNOWLEDGE  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH  DURING  THE  YEAR  1895,  IN 
THE  URBAN  SANITARY  DISTRICT  OF  EXETER,  CLASSIFIED  ACCORDING  TO  DISEASES,  AGES, 
AND  LOCALITIES. 
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Notification  of  Infectious  Disease  has  been  compulsory  in  the  District  since  1889.  The  name  of  the  Isolation 
Hospital  of  the  City  of  Exeter,  is  the  Exeter  Sanatorium,  situated  at  Whipton,  in  the  Parish  of  Pinlioe,  about 
two  miles  from  Exeter. 
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I have  the  honor  of  again  presenting  for  your  consideration 
my  Annual  Report  as  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  City  and  County 
of  the  City  of  Exeter.  In  reviewing  the  amount  of  sanitary 
improvements  completed  during  the  past  year  one  is  surprised 
to  find  so  much  good  work  has  been  effected  with  so  little  fric- 
tion ; in  only  one  case  have  we  been  obliged  to  ask  the  assist- 
ance of  the  Magistrates. 

The  work  under  the  Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases  Act 
during  the  past  year  has  been  light  in  comparison  with  other 
years,  but  we  have  had  to  face  an  outbreak  of  small-pox.  The 
precautions  taken  to  limit  the  spread  of  this  disease  was  most 
successful,  aid  only  one  other  case  occurred,  which  was  no 
doubt  contracted  at  the  house  of  the  first  case. 

During  the  }rear  378  visits  were  paid  to  houses  from  which 
cases  of  infectious  disease  had  been  notified,  and  in  each  case 
Notices  giving  general  instructions  and  setting  forth  the  law  as 
to  wilful  exposure  while  suffering  from  infectious  disease  were 
left  at  the  house,  and  disinfectants  supplied  in  all  cases  of  need. 

Notices  were  also  sent  to  the  Schoolmaster  or  Schoolmistress  of 
the  school,  to  which  the  Patient  had  been  attending,  requiring 
that  no  child  from  the  infected  house  be  allowed  to  attend  school 
until  the  complete  recovery  of  the  patient  or  the  proper  period 
of  quarantine  had  elapsed. 

During  the  year  82  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  removed  to 
the  Sanatorium,  and  in  each  case  the  premises  were  disinfected 
the  same  day,  or  next  following,  and  the  clothing  and  bedding 
which  had  been  exposed  to  infection  disinfected  with  superheated 
steam.  In  dealing  with  the  cases  of  small  pox  I should  say  that 
each  case  wras  removed,  and  the  premises  under  the  process  of 
disinfecting,  within  4 hours  of  the  receipt  of  notification.

A large  amount  of  work  under  the  Housing  of  the  Working 
Classes  Act,  1890,  has  been  done  during  the  past  year,  and 
several  of  the  worst  places  have  been  demolished,  notably — 8 
houses  in  Victoria  Place,  Coom.be  Street,  8 houses  in  Sherman’s 
Court,  West  Street,  the  whole  of  the  Tenements  at  the  back  of 
Nos.  47  & 48,  Preston  Street,  and  the  whole  of  the  premises 
known  as  Holder’s  Court,  Mary  Arches  Street,  while  several 
other  sets  of  premises  have  been  put  in  thorough  repair,  and 
through  ventilation  provided. 


W.C.  The  water-closet  accommodation  of  a large  number  of  houses 

modation  City  have  been  investigated,  and  no  less  than  88  additional 

water-closets  have  been  provided. 


The  abolition  of  numerous  privies,  which  discharged  direct  into 
the  Mill  Teats,  have  been  accomplished  during  the  past  year,  and 
in  each  case  properly-constructed  water-closets  have  been  sub- 
stituted. 


PUBLIC  ABATTOIR  & PRIVATE  SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

Public  "The  Public  Abattoir  has  been  regularly  inspected,  and  is  kept 
Abattoir,  ju  a high  state  of  efficiency,  and  is  much  appreciated  by  the 
majority  of  the  butchers  in  the  City. 

Six  hundred  and  twenty-four  visits  have  been  paid  to  Private 
Slaughter-houses  during  the  year,  and  in  most  cases  they  have 
been  found  to  be  kept  in  compliance  with  the  Bye-Taws.  One 
cannot  but  regret  that  some  of  these  Slaughter-houses  can  be 
only  approached  through  the  butcher  shops  and  narrow  passages. 
Two  Private  Slaughter-houses  were  voluntarily  closed  by  the 
owner,  thus  reducing  the  number  of  Private  Slaughter-houses  in 
the  City  to  nine. 

The  following  figures  gives  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered 
in  the  Public  Abattoir  during  the  year  1895  .‘—Beasts,  1,555 
Calves,  1,047;  Sheep,  8,465  ; Pigs,  1,618.  Total— 12,675. 

drain  testing. 

Drain  During  the  past  year  268  tests  have  been  applied  to  Drains, 
Testing.  an<4  jn  every  case  where  defects  were  found  Notice  has  been 
served,  and  when  the  defects  have  been  made  good  or  new  drains 
laid,  they  have  again  been  thoroughly  tested,  either  by  the 


Vital  Statistics , Sanitary  Work,  etc. 
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Hydraulic  or  Smoke  Tests,  before  being  covered  up.  Every 
precaution  is  taken  to  avoid,  where  possible,  drains  passing  under 
the  house,  and  where  this  cannot  be  avoided  it  is  imperative  that 
the  drains  must  be  encased  in  Portland  cement  concrete. 

During  the  year  we  have  had  numerous  applications  for  the 
Smoke  Test  to  be  applied  to  the  drains  of  houses  before  occupa- 
tion of  same,  and  by  this  means  many  defects  have  been 
discovered. 

One  great  feature  in  this  year’s  work  is  the  number  of  addit- 
ional water-closets  provided,  and  the  provision  of  light  and  air  to 
many  of  the  existing  ones. 

UNSOUND  MEAT,  VEGETABEES,  FOODS  AND  DRUGS. 

Frequent  and  periodical  inspections  have  been  made  at  the 
Markets,  Slaughter-houses,  and  Shops  for  the  detection  of  un  • 
sound  meat,  fruit,  and  other  articles  of  food,  and  one  hundred  and 
one  samples  were  purchased  for  analyses  under  the  Foods  & Drugs 
Act,  1875  and  1879.  The  result  of  these  analyses  is  .shewn  in  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health’s  Report — page  25.

BAKEHOUSES. 

One  hundred  and  forty- two  visits  have  been  made  to  sixty-two 
Bakehouses  in  the  City,  and  in  18  sanitary  defects  were  found  to 
exist ; several  of  the  bakehouses  have  been  thoroughly  repaired, 
and  one  entirely  re-built;  this  one,  in  my  opinion,  is  not  only  the 
best  bakehouse  in  the  City,  but  a Model  Bakehouse.  In  all  cases 
were  sinks  have  been  found  within  the  bakehouse  they  have  been 
removed,  and  all  defective  floors  have  been  replaced  with  con- 
crete floors. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MIEKSHOPS. 

There  are  now  84  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  regis- 
tered under  the  Orders,  all  of  which  have  been  regularly  inspec- 
ted. I can  only  repeat  what  I said  in  my  Report  for  1894  what  a 
great  disadvantage  it  is  to  Public  Health  that  all  kinds  of  com- 
modities are  allowed  to  be  sold  in  Milkshops. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

The  number  of  Offensive  Trades  in  the  City  is  very  small,  the 
premises  have  been  regularly  inspected,  and  all  the  trades  are 
cou ducted  in  a regularly  and  satisfactory  manner. 

COMMON  DODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  only  two  Registered  Common  Dodging  Houses  in  the 
City,  the  control  of  which  is  under  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Police. 
They  are  kept  very  clean,  but  one  in  particular  is  not  at  all 
adapted  for  this  purpose,  having  no  backlage. 

INSPECTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  system  of  House-to-House  Inspection  of  the  smallest 
houses,  cottage  property,  courts  and  alleys,  and  all  houses  regis- 
tered under  the  Bye-Daws  of  Houses  Det  in  Dodgings,  has  again 
been  carried  out  by  myself  and  Assistant.  These  inspections 
are  most  essential,  not  only  for  the  detection  and  abatement  of 
nuisances,  many  ot  which  are  at  once  abated  by  a verbal  order, 
but  so  as  to  make  a general  sanitary  survey  of  the  whole  City, 
and  to  be  able  to  localise  those  spots  which  require  extra  vigi- 
lance and  attention. 


Vital  Statistics,  Sanitary  Work,  etc. 
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Inspections  of  this  kind,  in  my  opinion,  should  form  the  key- 
note of  Inspectors’  duties,  as  it  is  only  by  systematic  inspection 
that  certain  portions  of  the  City,  owing  to  the  filthy  habits  of  the 
people  who  seem  to  abhor  cleanliness,  and  fail  to  understand 
that  air  and  sunlight  are  the  best  disinfectants  can  be  kept  in 
anything  like  a sanitary  condition.

The  Factory  and  Workshops’ Acts  of  1891  & 1895  have  considera- 
bly increased  the  work  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  as  many  of  the 
duties  under  these  Acts,  which  were  formerly  carried  out  by  Her 
Majesty’s  Inspectors  of  Factories,  are  transferred  to  the  Sanitary 
Authorities  of  the  Disirict,  which  means  that  these  duties  will 
have  to  be  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  Such  duties 
include  the  following  : — 


To  see  that  every  Workshop  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act  is 
kept  tree  from  any  effluvia  arising  from  any  drain,  water-closet, 
urinal,  or  other  nuisance. 

That  no  over-crowding  exists ; and  by  the  Factory  & Work- 
shops’ Act,  1895,  every  occupant  of  a Factory  or  Workshop  must 
have  250  cubic  feet  of  space,  or  400  feet  during  overtime,  and 
Notices  must  be  affixed  in  each  room  specifying  the  number  of 
persons  who  may  be  employed  therein. 


To  give  notice  in  writing  to  the  Owner  or  Occupier  of  a Work- 
shop to  lime-wash,  cleanse,  or  puiify  the  same,  or  part  thereof, 
upon  the  certificate  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  Inspector 
of  Nuisances  that  such  cleansing,  lime-washing,  or  purifying  is 
necessary  for  the  health  of  persons  employed  therein. 

Every  Factory  and  Workshop  must  be  lime-washed  every  14 
months. 

To  see  that  proper  ventilation  is  provided. 

By  the  Factory  and  Workshops’  Act,  1895  (sec.  22)  Eaundries 
are  now  included  under  this  Act  as  regards  sanitary  provisions, 
notice  of  occupation,  powers  of  inspection,  fines  and  legal  pro- 
ceedings. 


Vital  Statistics , Sanitary  Work , etc. 
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The  Act  of  1895  has  extended  the  prohibitions  previously  limi- 
ted to  Bakehouses  let  or  occupied  after  1st  June,  1883,  as  to — 

t.  Direct  communication  with  any  water-closet,  earth  closet, 
privy,  or  ash-pit. 

2.  The  use  of  a common  water-cistern  for  the  supply  of  a 

bakehouse  and  of  a water-closet. 

3.  Any  direct  opening  to  a drain  within  a bakehouse. 

And  prohibits  the  use  of  a place  underground  as  a bakehouse, 
unless  it  was  so  used  at  the  commencement  of  this  Act  (i.e., 
January,  1896.) 

Before  last  year  little  or  nothing  was  done  to  enforce  the  pro- 
visions of  these  Acts,  but  during  the  past  year  a number  of 
Workshops  have  been  inspected,  and  the  capacity  of  each  room 
therein  obtained. 

I hope  during  the  coming  year  to  be  able  to  complete  the 
Register  of  all  Workshops  within  the  City.
